AGREEMENT entered Into between the United States National 
Student Association, a District of Columbia nonprofit corporation, 
and the Central Intelligence Ag-sacy, an Executive Agency of tho f 
Unltod States Government. 

WHEREAS, certain relationships and financial arrange monte 
heretofore have existed between the United States National Student 
Association (hereinafter "the Association") and the Central Intelligence 
Agency and certain of its agents and instrumentalities (hereinafter 
collectively "the CIA"); and 

WHEREAS, the parties have found it appropriate wholly to 
sever all such relationships and arrangements la all respects; and 

WHEREAS, the parties wish to memorialise and consummate 
their total severance of all relationships and arrangements. 

NOW THEREFORE, la consideration of the mutual undertakings 
hereinafter sat forth, the parties agree as follows! 

8. AU right, title, and interest in and to the property 
located at HUS and 211? S Street, N. W., Washington, D. C. 
forthwith Bha.ll ho transferred to r.nd as^smed by the 
Association free and clear of all liens, encumbrances, 
and other Interests, but Bubject to the first deed of trust 
thereon and the bank indebtedness presently secured thereby,*

and the CIA shall have no further interest therein and 
shall bear all costs and expenses involved in the transfer.

The Association, on behalf of Itself, Its successors, 
and assigns, and the CIA, on behalf ofits elf, its successors, 
assigns, agents, and instrumentalities, and with respect ‘ 
to all matters in which the CIA la the real party in Interest, 
each hereby release the other from all actions, causes of 
action, debts, dues, accounts, reckonings, covenants, 
contracts, damages, and claims and demands whatsoever 

of any type or hind which either ever tad; now baa, or

hereafter can, shall, or may have against th$ other by 
reason of any matter, cause, or thing whatsoever prior to 
the date hereof. ‘ 

5. Each party agrees to take all steps which may be 
necessary to cause the foregoing to ha expeditiously 
accomplished. 

The Association's execution of this Agreement is 
subject to its ratification by tbe Association's National
